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DETAILED ACTION 
Withdrawal of Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 1 ,7 and 8 is withdrawn in view of a more 
careful review of the DE3040638 reference(s). Rejections based on this reference(s) 
follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE3040638. 
DE3040638 discloses the use of a lattice girder as shown in Figure 6 including a truss 
brace having a V-shape and including two straight parts (18,19) having a first curved 
end (CU) connected by a straight bridge part (14,15) such that the two straight parts 
(18,19) are disposed at an angle and having second ends (17) attached to a lower 
boom (4,5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE3040638. DE3040638 discloses the use of a lattice girder as shown in Figure 6 
including an upper boom (2,3), and two lower booms (4,5) spaced by a truss brace 
having a V-shape and including two straight parts (18,19) having a first curved end (CU) 
connected by a straight bridge part (14,15) such that the two straight parts (18,19) are 
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disposed at an angle and having second ends (17) attached to the lower boom (4,5); 
and cross-ties (16) extending at right angles to the lower boom (4,5); wherein the 
second end of each of the two straight parts (18,19) are straight as at (17) and 
terminate without a bend. DE3040638 discloses the basic claimed invention; however 
without a translation it is not clear if the members are welded. Hence, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
that the members are welded together. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
